IS DEDICATED 


Hall and School of St. John's Lutheran 


Church, Seine of Memorable 


Gathering. 


APPROPRIATE 
SERMONS HEARD. 


Large Assemblage in Completed Struc- 


ture During Afternoon, 300 Children 
Singing as They Entered—Studies to 
be Commenced There in a Few Days. 


Yesterday IVBH n, notable day in the 


history of St. John's Lutheran church 
on Eric street, the dedication of the new 
lull and school building being celebrated 
i:i R most fitting and an impressive man- 
ner. This congregation has been stead- 
ily growing in number and influence. It 
was organized in 1881. being one of the 
oldest in the city. Today it stands "well 
up in front among: the churches of the 
city and is still growing. It has a ftnt 
church edifice and today it has one of 
the finest and most 
complete 
school 


houses and halls in thin section of the 
state. It was the dedication, of this 
Lull and school building which caused 
tlic church edifice to be filled to 
the 


doors at both the morning and afternoon 
services which, were specially arranged 
for the occasion. A number of visitors 
from out of tho city were present and 
tu-o visiting ministers assisted in the 
dedication services. 


Service in the Morninj. 


The real dedication servtco occurred- 


in the forenoon and was opened by the 
singing of a song by the school children. 
This was followed by hymns by the con- 
gregation .and scripture reading, all in 
keeping with the Occasion. The sermon 
was preached by the Rev, R. Sievers of 
Milwaukee who took for his text: "The 
Lord Blesses Those who Fear Him, He 
Blesses Both Them and Their Children." 
Following the sermon there were selec- 
tions by the Concordia male chorus and 
the mixed choir of the 
church. 
This 


closed the service in the church edifice 
after which the entire congregation, the 
Sabbath school, the visiting divines, the 
church officers and committees adjourned 
to the new. building where the dedication 
of the hall and school was completed. 


The Key Turned Over. 


The key for the new structure was in 


tlie possesaio of G. Bahneman, the in- 
spector aud superintendent. After the 
300 school children and the congregation 
had reai'hed'thc door the key was turn- 
ed over to Pastor Bocrger who unlocked 
"it and the .assemblage passed into the 
building. The children passed directly 
to the large hall on the top floor, sing- 
ing as they passed up the stairs. When 
the hall was reached they gathered on 
the stage and the congregation'occupied 
the. main floor of the hall. Here was an- 
othtr song by the children, prayer and 
the Hhort - dedication'al 
service. 
This 


closed the ceremonies after which there 
was an inspection of the building by the 
members of the congregation and 
the 


visitors. 


The Afternoon Service, 


There was another special service in 


the church in the afternoon, the sermon 
being delivered by RP.V. C. Buenger of 
Kenosha. He spolic on the importance 
of a Christian education for the children. 
Following the nermon came the reading 
of the history of the church which coV 
*umcri an hour's time. This reading was 
doni> by 0. II. Gertenbach, the first in- 
structor of the school and one of the 
members of the church who has put in 
many years of his life insthc advance- 
ment of the school as well as the church. 
.AJr. Gertenbach was installed as teacher 
in the school in -1863 and served in that 
capacity until 19CW when he retired on 
ficcount of his age.

Church and Society. 


• While thp school and hull is considered 
3. church edifice, great credit is to be 
given to the members of the Oncordia 
Young Men's society which had been in 
existence 
for twenty-three years and 


has a present membership of 123 mem- 
bers. When the needs for a larger 
school building and hall became apparent 
thn members of this society 
pledged 


their support, and the church was great- 
ly assisted by that orgnnirdtion. The 
structure will hn used jointly by the 
society and church, arrangements having 
bfron mode for ths accommodation 
of 


each. The structure is B6slOO feet and 
of brick instruction, being finished with 
Georgia pine and maple flows through- 
out. It has two floors and a. basement, 
all of .vhich will be usable. 


Rooms Large and Airy, 


The children will bt> given one of Hie 


healthiest and neatest schools in the 
city in which to secure their education. 
There are six large class rooms in 'all.

The decision of the United States'nu 


premc court holding a state can fix the 
arriving and df-partmg time for railroads 
but provided within reasonable certaii 
limitations, settles the contention tha- 
any government control of 
interstate 


commerce through an interstate com- 
merce commission, • can take from the 
states certain control of the railroads 
within their limits which in the judg- 
ment of state authority may be needed1 


in the interests of the people of that 
state enacting 
legislation. The state 


may not of course, interfere with any 
national laws, but the «tatc may enact 
laws bearing upon certain things which 
the court says must be reasonable. 


This disposes of the Root contention,

Concerted Legislative Action in Many 


States Against Them Causes Large 


. Nuntber to Quit. - 


VOLUME OF BUSINESS IS HEAVY. 


Especially so Because 
They 
Charged 


Only One-half of Commission Expected 
.by Regular Houses—One Indiana Firm 
Paid $100,000'a Year for Wires. 


CHICAGO, May 7.—The Tribune to- 


day says: JJuckct shops throughout the 
west and in ninny states in the south 
appear to be nearly ut the end of their 
existence. 
Concerted legislative action 


against them in several different states 
and the passage of stringent laws pro- 
hibiting them from opcniting further, 
together with the activity of the Chi- 
cago board of trade in prosecuting1 cases 
against them, has unused many of the 
leading bucket shop concerns, which have 
had a network of private wires cover-' 
ing practically every state in the west, 
south and northwest, to decide to with- 
draw from the business. 


It is understood the leading bucket 


shop concern in Indiana is preparing to 
wind up its affairs by tin: middle of 
June, which is the time set for their 
Closing up by the state authorities under, 
the law 
recently 
passed 
prohibiting 


bucket shop? in that state, 
lown and 


.Missouri have passed similar laws, nnd 
bills arc pending in .Michigan, Pennsyl- 
vania and Massachusetts, as well as in 
the Canadian northwest provinces. Sev- 
eral of the most extensive systems will 
be out of operation in six weeks. 


Did An Immense Business. 


The volume of business transacted by 


the different bucket bhop concerns hns 
been enormous, especially as they usual- 
ly have charged only half the commis- 
sion expected by regular houses. 
The 


wire circuit of some of the big concerns 
bus been larger than that of the. larg- 
est legitimate houses iu the business. 
Cue Indiana concern paid upward of 
$100,000 annually for wires,. The diver- 
sion of the immense business handled 
by these concerns to regular channels 
will prove of great advantage to the 
board of trade. 


The anti bucket shop bill now before 


the Illinois legislature is still among the 
unc'-rtnintios. In the house today an ef- 
fort Avill be made to call it up. A strong 
bucket shop lobby is present in Spring- 
field trying to block its passage however.

When hooks are 
hauled lip out of Um water, and there 
ore hundreds of them, the bait, which

home demand. Cotton and cotton prod-

000,000 or B.5 per cent, was miscellane- 
ous farm products.

"Forest products arc 7.5 per cent of 


our exports. We use tobacco extensive- 
ly and pay around $30,000,000 for impor- 
tations from Cuba, and Sumatra.
